What the Record Shows. 
Your record in your own words, Mr. President, 


shows that you began. your crusade for: the regu- 
lation of the great corporations with an insistent 
appeal for blicity in the interests of the pub-}° 
lic.” You ned determined to vindicate the peo- 
ple’s right to “inspect and examine the workings 
of the great corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce,” even if it were necessary to amend 
the Constitution of the United States, believing, 
with many corporation lawyers of your own party. 
—and of the Democratic party, for that matter— 
that the Sherman law was unconstitutional You 
demanded this Publicity “as a right from all cor- 
porations affected by the law,” and “not ag a 
favor from some corporations.” | 


Your persistence in a good cause finally tri- 
umphed. Congress, under the pressure of the 
public opinion that you had So skillfully directed, 
enacted the legislation you asked for. It created 
a Department of Commerce, with a Bureau of 
Corporations. It extended the scope of the Inter- 
state Commerce law to forbid the giving or re 
ceiving of rebates. It passed an act providing for 
the special advancement in the United States 
courts of cases arising under, the Anti-Trust 
laws. It gave you the extraordinary, the un- 
precedented appropriation of $500,000 to enforce 
statutes prohibiting combinations and conspira- 
cles in restraint of trade.

The people waited 
in eager expectation for the Publicity you had 
demanded as a matter of Government right; for 
the Publicity. Congress had provided machinery 
to insure; for the “Publicity in the interest of 
the public” that you had called “the first es- 
sential.” 

The first thing to a as you said in your speech 
at Wheeling, was to “find out the facts.” Your 
Initial step was to appoint as your Secretary of 
Commerce your private secretary, George B. Cor- 
telyou. The Bureau of Corporations wag organ- 
ized Feb. 26, 1908—More than 19 months, more 
than 80 weeks—exactly 588 days ago—yes, ex- 
actly FIVE HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-THREE 
DAYS ago.

Does the public know any less about the inter- 
nal workings of the Standard Oi! (o., ‘for 
example, than it does about the internal work- 
ings of this Bureau of Corporations? 

Yet in your letter of acceptance you have— 
may I call it’ the magnificent audacity?—to de- 
clare of the act creating this bureau and of the 
related acts: 

These laws are now being administered with 
entire efficiency. 

Do you mean to say that there are now in 
existence “‘no combinations in the form of trust 
or otherwise” operated in restraint of trade? It 
was to destroy such combinations that the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust law was passed. 

Do you mean to say that there are now no re- 
bates of freight charges or discriminations 


‘against shippers? It was to prevent such wrong 


that the Interstate Commerce law was amended. 
Do you mean to say that you are in possession 
of all the “data” as to the “organization, con- 
duct and management” of the business of these 
corporations? It was to collect such data that the 
bureau was created. 

Dé You mean to say that this information, or 
so much thereof as you have required, has been 
“made public,” as the law says it “shall be?”’| gan 
It was to insure such publicity that a asked 
for this' legislation. 

On: the contrary, Mr. Presitent, is tt not true 
that not one word, not one syllable, not one 
letter has ever appeared of that PROPER PUB- 
LICITY about which you talk so glibly? 

But when your presidential campaign began and 
Mr. Cortelyou had learndd all he needed to know 
of the secret business affairs of the great corpo- 
rations, you made this Grand Inquisitor of Cor- 
porations Chairman of your National Committee.

You +l pardon a delicate question, Mr. Presi- 
dent, but when the most intelligent Mr. Cortel- 
you goes out to collect money for your campaign 
fund, after spending the night in your hospitable 
home, is it conceivable that these corporations do 
notassume that he represents in a peculiarly 
personal manner the President of the United 
States?

The Congress that created the Bureau of Cor- 
porations, which, you say, has been administered 
“with entire efficiency,” gave you the unique, 
the extraordinary appropriation of $500,000 to en- 
force existing laws against corporations, 

What is your record in the expenditure of this 
money? About $26,000 of it has been spent for 
the purpose for which it was appropriated. The 
rest has been lying idle in the Treasury for 583 
| days. 

You pressed the sult against the Northern Se- 
curities merger and established the constitution- 
ality of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. That was a 
brave, an admirable action, for which The World 
gave you and Mr. Knox unstinted praise—praise 
that your committee is now circulating as a Re- 
publican catipaign document. But why did you 
stop there, and with your ineffectual injunction 
against the Beef Trust and certain railroad cor- 
porations? Why were not the beef case and the 
rebate cases advanced in court, as the law now 
permits? Was it, perhaps, because the corpora 
tions were willing to pay your Campaign Com- 
mittee liberally for the non-use of this money? 
Was it, perhaps, because they could afford to pay 
ten times this appropriation tnto your campaign 
treasury in order to keep this corporation-fight- 
ing fund in the United Stgtes Treasury? Was it 
perhaps, because this money, together with the 
new acts of Congress and the decision in the 
Northern Securities case, could be made a vert- 
table sword of Damocles and suspended over the 
head of every corporation engaged in interstate 
commerce?

“The consistent and steadily continued action 
of the Department of Justice!” Indeed! Con- 
sistent in what? Steadily continued in what? 

John Moody, a trustworthy and authoritative 
writer, states in his book, “The Truth About the 
Trusts,” that there existed in February, 1904, a 
whole year after your Bureau of Corporations be- 

its work, about 440 important trusts, with a 
total capitalization of nearly $11,000,000,000, in- 
cluding six great railroad groups, constituting as 
many trusts, with an additional capitalization of 
more than $9,000,000,000. 

Here is $20,000,000,000 of combined capital 
about which your Bureau of Corporations, after 
688 days, has not made public one Single fact; 
not one single figure. 

The only important and effective action against 
any corporation in these’ groupe was taken 
against the Northern Securities Co, Thig one 
mangled merger represents substantially the sum 
total of that “consistent and steadily continued 
action” that you talk about. 

Secrecy and Submission Fersus “‘Not Run 
mng Amuck.’’ 

I despise wholesale and indiseriminate attacks 
upon corporations and combinations of capital. 
Many American corporations, by the enterprise 
and intelligence they have displayed, have been 
factors of immense importance in the develop- 
ment of our national resources and the creation 
of our national prosperity. 

Corporations are a necessity in our economic 
system. I regard the reckless attacks of agita- 
tors and demagogues upon all aggregations of 
capital asa menace to the country. These agi- 
tators and demagogues are sowing the dragon’s 
teeth of socialism and class hatred. They are not 
less enemies of the Nation than are the corpora- 
tions that pollute by bribery and’ corruption the 
fountainhead of Republican government. 

I recognize the fact that the problem of regu- 
lating and controlling corporations is one of the 
greatest difficulty and complexity. Even in, the 
enforcement of the Anti-Trust laws I have no de 
sire to gee your Administration “run amuck,” to 
use the felicitous expression of Mr. Knox. 

But not running amuck is a very different

The Republican party is the 
Government. The Government- can protect or 

e Government can destroy. 

Do not the corporations that are pouring 
money into your campaign chests assume that 
they are buying Protection, buying Privilege, buy- 
ing Immunity? It makes little difference how 
guarded or explicit Mr. Cortelyou’s promises may 
be. It makes little difference whether there are 
any promises or not. The corporations know 
that he is your’personal representative; they nat- 
urally assume that they will receive a substan- 
tial return for their tribute in the form of gov- 
ernmental] favor. | 

Surely you cannot be so ingenuous as to be- 
lieve that these corporate interests are filling 
your campaign treasury because they believe in 
the abstract principle of civil-service reform, or 
because they detest weaklings, or because they 
have a. philanthro d patriotic interest in 
Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead. If they thouent 
you were so unpractical as to believe that, they 
would doubt your fitness to be the political. re- 
cipient of their generous bounty. | 

These corporations are managed by very prac- 
tical and acutely intelligent men, Mr. President 
They never give something for nothing—if they 
know it. When they give something to Mr. Cor- 
telyou for your campaign they expect that your 
Administration will give something to them in 
return. They regard your acceptance of their 
tribute as an implied promise of protection Wacn 
they contribute they assume that they are buy- 
ing the majesty of the law; that they are buying 
interpretation of the law; that'they are buying 
the privilege ft violating the law—that they are 
buying permission to commit even statutory 
crimes. None of them is unfamiliar with the 
language employed by Oliver Wendell Holmes, a 
Republican Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, appointed by yourself, when in his dis- 
senting opinion in the Northern Securities case, he 
said: 

The statute of which we have to find the mean- 
ing is a criminal statute. The two sections on 
which the Government relies both make certain 
acts crimes. That is their immediate purpose, and 
that is what they say. It is vaim to insist that 
this js not a criminal proceeding. 

Remembér, these are not my words, but the 
words of a Republican Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

It is immunity from this criminal prosecution 
which the great corporations believe they are 
buying when they contribute so lavishly to your 
campaign fund. 


This is unjust, you say, far-fetched, exagger- 
ated? Well, let us hope so. But can you be 
astonished if your opponents put forward such 
en interpretation? 


If you wished to keep your Administration free 
from suspicion why did you select your corpora- 
tion investigator to collect cash for your cam- 
paign fund?

Negotiations for Seven-Story Building at Twelfth 
and Locust Streets Are Closed by Alex Berg— 


for Berlin Avenue. 





Alex Berg, president of the Mountain | 
Grove Distillery, has closed negotia- 
tions with the MHolbrook-Blackwelder 
Real Estate Trust Co.; for a 9-year 
lease for the seven-story building and 
site at the southeast eorner of Twelfth 
and Locust streets An annual net 
rental of $15,000, increasing on a grad- 
uated scale to $20,000, is stipulated. 

The building, which is-owned by Cul- 
ver Brothefs, the principal stockholders 
of the Wrought Iron Range Co., and; 
which is vacant, will be transformed 
into a hotel of fastidious conceptions. 
The cost of the proposed alterations and 
improvements is estimated at $100,000. 

The building was fofmerly occupied by 
the Inland Type Foundry. 

Several St. Louisans and a Milwaukee 
caterer, it is said, are dickering with 
the Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Estate 
Trust Co. for a lease of the remodeled 
building. Overtures have been made to 
the St. Louis Catering Co., it is under- 
stood, with a view to occupying this 
building with Faust’s restaurant. 

Berg Amasses a Fortune. 

Berg, who has assumed this project 
single-handed, and who, during the 
Spanish-American War, represented the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. in Porto 
Rico, has amassed a fortune in 8t 
Louis, first as a wholesale jeweler, and 
secondly as proprieter of the Mountain 
Grove Distillery. 

The premises of the proposed hostelry 
has a frontage of 76 feet on Twelfth 
street, by 100 feet on Locust street. Ac- 
cording te the plan,.a bar 21 feet wide 
and 70 feet long will occupy the Twelfth 
street corner of the ground floor of the 
building. This will be conducted in con- 
jenetion with a grill room for ladies 
and gentlemen. Incidentally the hotel, 
in which will have 150 rooms, will Be 
restricted to stags. 

The upper floors will be accessible 
from the lobby or first floor by ele- 
vators, and from which a Verde an- 
tique marble staircase will lead to 
the second floor, the treatment of 
which will appeal to esthetic taste, 
and which will net be revealed until 
the hotel is opened. The lobby will 
be garnished with gold, which also 
will extend to the desks, counters and 
telephone booths. 

A most moddern and sanitary kitch- 
en, which will be in communication 
with the bar, and the grill room and 
cabin, will occupy a space 25x75 feet 
in the rear of the first floor. The 
kitchen will be equipped with fast 
freight elevators for the second 
floor dining rooms and banquet halls,

The entire second floor will be 
occupied by one of the handsomest 
dining rooms for ladies and gentile- 
men, with a seating capacity for 400. 
A large banquet hall seating 200 peo- 
ple will also be located on the sec- 
ond floor which will be accessible by 
three fast passeriger elevators and a 
grand staircase from the Twelfth 
street side. Both direct and indirect 
lighting will make this magnificent 
floor one of the show places of the 
city.

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ALEFACE and. redskin, 
civilization and barbar- 
ism were never con- 
fronted in more romantic 
and striking fashion than 
at the marriage, a few 
days ago, of Miss Alma 
Juliette Dorr, Eastern 
society girl, to Roman 
Hubbell, according to the 
rites of the Moki Indians 
at Ganado, Ariz. The cer- 
emony which united the 


daughter of a New York hair hangs loose. 
tinkle on their bodies. 
with stripes of white, yellow, green and black. 

Stamping heavily in time with the rude music, 
they march about the court. At one end the “snake 
men” stoop in turn to place in their mouths a 
quantity of blue clay—for what repulsive purpose lessly. 
the spectator will soon behold. 

Then the barbaric procession stamps towards the 
sackful of snakes, while the drums grow louder 
and more agitated. The leading “snake man” 
opens the sack and deftly thrusts his hand into the 
His fingers reappear, clutching 


and Washington cipitalist, and the son of the 
Republican State ¢hairman of Arizona occurred 
at the famous and horrible snake dance which 
these‘aborigines celebrate every year. . 

Miss Dorr was visiting the Hubbell ranch in or- 
der to Witness the dance. The chief of the tribe, 
learning that she and Hubbell -were~ betrothed, 
suggested that they be married in the Indian cere- 
mony, to which, being fun-loverg, they consented. 
The requisites for the ceremony ‘were simple—a 
measure of corn meal. But, owing toa shortage 


of food, there was no corn meal. So Hubbell ‘squirming mass. 
a great wriggling and venomous wor 


amid the shudders of his paleface observers, he 


rode 60 miles on horseback to obtain the neces- 
sary cereal. 


* To obtain a vivid idea of the background against places in his mouth. 
His “antelope man”’ throws his right arm about 


the other’s shoulder, and, watchfully brandishing 
his “bahoo,” prevents the reptile or reptiles from 
striking. Then the pair resume their dance, fol- 


which this strange marriage occurred, it is neces- 
gary to describe the snake dance which preceded 
it. This event is one of the few relics of ancient 
barbarism persisting among American Indians. 


Some days before the dance the braves scatter lowed exactly by all the others. 
The air is filled with hisses and the clatter of 


rattles, with. the writhing of serpent forms and announce their nuptials. 
the’ waving of reptile heads. Here and there a 
snake, evading the vigilance of an “antelope 
man,” strikes more swiftly than the eye, and 
buries its fangs in the cheek of a dancer.

Kansas has 64 veterinarians working on the 
problem, besides four pathologists, three bacterio- 
ogists, two physicians and 39 laboretory men help- 
ing in the post-mortem, chemical, bacteriological 
and pathological] tests conducted in every concelv- 
able way in an effort to try to find the cause 
and cure. 


The State begged the Government Bureau of 


Animal Industry for three weeks to send some of 
its men to Kansas to help. The Government offi- 
Clale replied that they knew all about the disease, 
that it was pirely a local State matter, and Kan- 
bas could work out its own salvation. After Kah- 
sas had lost 9000 horses and laid the proof of this 
terrible loss before the bureau, help came at last, 
and 12 veterinarians of the Federal bureau ‘were 
sent to Kansas. . 
The disease first appeared in Western Kansas 
about the middle of July. [t spread rapidly, and 
within two weeks had bro'-en out in 20. counties. 
J H, Mercer, State Livestock Sanitary Commis- 
sioner, had rushed State veterinarians to the tn- 
fected counties on the first reports of the out- 
breaks. The medical boo's did not show anything 
of ite symptoms.

peculiar nature, and came from an unusual cause. 
There was plenty of rain throughout Kansas last 
spring, and the grass grew unusually luxuriant: 
Then came some dry weather in June, and the 
grass cured on the ground, as is: usual with the 
prairie grasses. In July came more heavy rains, 
and the thick grass had formed a mat. The grass 
took a new start in growing, and a soft mass, 
mouldy, damp and soggy, covered the ground, It 
was easy for a fungous growth to start in this 
grass, as conditions were especially suited to 
mould and moss growing. The veterinarians ex- 
amined the growth, and decided that the disease 
must be spread through the horses eating this 
grass. They failed to find any micro-organisms 
in the grass or in the horses they examined.

The waining went to get the horses off the 
pastures as soon as possible, give them clean 
dry feed and pure water, and condition them. 
The veterinarians believed that this ‘might be 
A preventive, 

In Ness County they found a railroad grading 
outfit, of 80 teams with not a sick horse in the 
bunch. The horses had been on dry feed, and had 
good water al] summer.‘ Within half q mile of 
the grading camp the prairie was dotted with 
dead horses. 

But even after the horses were taken up the 
deaths continued. It ig probable that the virus 
or germ was in the blood of the animal at the 
time it was taken from the pastures. and there 
was no way to head off the deadly work. 

But along toward the middle of September bet- 
ter reports began to come in. The disease spread 
just as rapidly, but it was not so malignant. The 
veterinarians believe that taking the animals out 
ot the pastures saved at least 50,000 head in the 
infected district. 

Gov. Stubbs offered a reward of $1000 to the 
person who would demonstrate a safe, sure and 
scientific cure, The reward has been claimed 
by more than 790 people, but the majority of 
the cures offered were simple home remedies that, 
when tried, did not appear to do any good. The 
alleged cures came from all parte of the world, 
even from Europe and Australia. 

A board of veterinarians examined each. Some 
contained drugs of such a nature that to ad- 
minister them meant sure death to the horse. 

The State has established three laboratories in 
charge of specialists to-try to work out a cure 
for the disease, and to find its cause. At Hoxie 
the State Agricultural College is in charge of the 
experimental work. 

At Ness City the State University has -~ corps 
of workers, and at Kansas City Dr. A. Sopbian. 
n Spina] meningitis expert from the New York 
Research Laboratories, is trying to develop a. 
vaccine that will make the animals immune. 

At Hoxie the Agricultural College experts have 
been able to do the most work. Each of tne three

laboratories worked along entirely diff« ‘ant lines. 

The Agricultural Cullege men believed tne dis- 
ease was caused by a micro-organism, called the 
diplicoeei, similar to the germ that causes menin- 
gitis in humans. It has been able to isolate a 
germ in the brains of dead animals that cor- 
responds to this germ, which is known,in Ger- 
many and Russia as that of Borna’s disease, 
something similar to meningitis. Borna’s disease 
never has appeared in this country before, but it 
has been in Germany and Russia several times, 
and caused great losses there. , 

At Ness City the university specialists are work- 
ing on the theory that no organism has any con- 
nection with the disease, but that {t is caused by 
a virus. They are trying to develop this theory 
and with it a serum that will make horses im- 
mune, and also will cure a sick animal in the 
first stages. 

The Agricultural College is developing a vac- 
cine that makes animals immune. At the Sophian 
laboratories both theories as to the disease are 
heing worked out to try to develop a serum or 
vaccine that will immunize a horse whether the 
disease is caused by a germ or @ virus. 

Mules seldom ‘take the disease, and cattle nev- 
er. The mules are very cranky regarding what 
they eat and drink. They. will not eat mouldy 
grass or hay, and will not drink from stagnant 
pools. Mules In the same pasture with horses 
were not affected at all.

The symptoms of the disease are similar to 
three or four animal diseases all in one. There are 
symptoms of poisoning, blind staggers, or smut 
ncisoning from forage plants. 

The animal first appears listless, falling to eat 
and always walking slowly, and with the head 
down. The next day the horse appears apper- 
eutly partially paralyzed, holding the head to one 
side, and walking in a circle. Late tn the same 
day or the next day, the final stage appears, and 
the anima! leans up against a fence, #arn, tree or 
shed, and swings its head around, and holds it 
acainet the side, usually the right, until the vic- 
tim gradually slips to the ground, and in a few 
hours Is dead. The disease usuall>—takes from 
3¢ to 60 bours.to kill. 

A correspondent for the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine spent severa] days traveiing over the 
woret-infected districts of Kansas and investigat- 
ing the disease. The tragedy of the plague is ap- 
palling.

One Pawnee County farmer, C. L. Rice, near 
Garfield, has herded his horses into the basement 
of his big farm residence, and declares he will 
keep them there until the epidemic is over. He 
has'so far saved them: 

F. G. Dondaville, Deputy State Livestock Sant- 
tary Commiesioner of Kansas, who !s,a veterina- 
rian of long experience in Dodge City, after a trip 
among the towns alone the Santa Fe Railroad 
west of Dodge City, said: ' 

“It has been 21 days since the disease first ap- 
peared in this section. Since then a thousand 
horses have died within 25 miles of Dodge City, 
and I estinvate that fully a thousand more are 
down with the disease now in this same district. 
Hundreds of new cases are developing every day. 

“At the town of Lakin’ I vaccinated 250 horses 
and I will returh there to vaccinate 150 more. 
These are all well horses the farmers drive in 
for me to vaccinate. This indicates the panic 
among the farmers. I vaccinate with the Influ- 
enza serum, and do not guarantee anything nor 
promise anything. I do not know myself wheth- 
er it will do any good or not, but at any rate it 
can do no harm, and the farmers are anxious to 
grasp at any straw. 

“At Garden City many horses have died and 
many are sick. There IT met a man from Pawnee 
Creek, 20 miles north: who told me every man 
in that district who owned a bunch of horses 
had lost from five to 12 horses, and had from 
three to seven down with the disease now. 

“At Deerfield I found many cases, and the citi- 
zens of that town have offered a reward of $1000 
to any man who would produce a sure. The liv- 
elyman tHere, who had a bar. full of horses two 
weeks ago, has lost nearly all of them, and has 
closed his barn, and gore out of business. 

“At Ingalls I met a man who had lost four 
horses, all he had, and his father had lost three. 
all of his. These two men are farmera in mod- 
erate circumstances, and they are not able to 
buy other horses to do the fall plowing, and even 
if they could buy them they would be afraid to 
risk doing so for fear the horses might die and 
the money paid for them be a dead lees, This is 
one of the peculiar hardships of this plague. 

“A man who loses his horses is afraid to buy 
more, and on many farms all work {6 at # stand- 
still.”

the theory that a woman on trial for murder, 
whatever the evidence against her, is, by virtue 
of her sex, necessarily innocent; and that, al- 
though she has poisoned her husband or killed 
him as he slept, she is a pitiful and oppressed 
creature, to whose aid the chivalrous instincts of 
all men who are not brutes must unfailingly 
rally, in the sacred names of their sieve sis- 
ters, wives and sweethearts. 

The fundamental truth of the new doctrine of 
the sanctity of woman as woman, even when ac- 
cused of a fiendish crime, may be doubted* because 
of the notorious fact that women do not enter- 
tain it for other women, The theory is purely 
o* masculine origin, and women are too acute to 
attempt to impose it upon each other. 

“Woman is woman's worst enemy” is a familiar 
proverb. It is asserted by students ef the sex 
that one woman rarely meets another for the first 
time without an instantaneous, though often re- 
pressed, instinct of hostity and suspicion. 

The ease with which one woman penetrates the 
wiles by which a sister can readily disarm men 
has led State Attorney John E. W. Wayman of 
Chicago to recommend a remedy for the scanda}- 
ous miscarriage of justice in- many cases of 
women murderers. He proposes that women 
charged with homicide should be tried by women 
jurors, and maintains that the strategems by 
which female defendants pow wring the hearts of 
masculine jurors would haye little effect upon 
thle sympathies of the gentle but less sentimental 
sex. Wayman has said that he will take up with 
the Legislature at Springfield this winter a pro- 
posal to amend the Constitution of Illinois so as 
te admit women to the suffrage and consequent- 
ly to jury service. 

The justice of Wayman’s theory that women 
jurors would not be hypnotized by sex sentiment- 
ality like men is perhaps confirmed by the unani- 
mous and vigorous opposition to the plan ex- 
pressed by seven women who are now awaiting 
trial. for murder in Chicago. Here are their 
views: ; # 

Mrs. Louise Vermily@, accused of poisoning nine 
persons; I do not believe a jury of women would 
dy me justice. I should insist on being tried by 


Tine. Antonio Musso, chargeé with killing her 
husband; I was ill-treated and abused, yet a jury 
of women would feel sorry only ror my husband.

Bech Harriet Burnham, charged with shooting

Mrs. Louise Lindloff, indicted for seven deaths 
by poison: I want justice and womex have been 
pretty successful in getting justice from juries 
composed of men.

Lulu Blackwell, charged with kiliing Charles 
Vaughn: It would be foolish to consent to have 
a jury of women try me. I want a man’s jury to 
sit on my case. : 

Margaret McCabe, charged with killing Edward 
Lee: No women for me. If the State’s Attorney 
wants women juries, that is reason enough why I 
should not want them. 

Elizabeth Buchanan, charged with the killing 
of Josephine Rice: I would never consent to be 
tried by women. I should say not. I feel that I 
could get justice only from men. 

In a recent interview Attorney Wayman skill- 


fully dissected the mental processes which actu- 


ate male jurors holding the fate of women crim- 
inals in their hands. His text was the case of 
Mrs. Minnie Bernstein of Chicago, who was ac- 
cused of murdering her sleeping husband, and 
against whom, according to Wayman, the evidence 
was so clear that, “had a man been the defendant, 
he would have been convicted by any jury in the 
world.” Nevertheless, Mrs. Bernstein was ac- 
quitted, the jury declaring she was insane when 
she killed her husband. 

“Ig acquitting Mrs. Bernstein,” said the attor- 
ney, “the jury gave a typical illustration of the 
attitude of American juries towards women 
charged with murder. Mrs. Bernstein is not pret- 
ty, yet in her widow’s, weeds there was much in 


‘her appearance that would appeal to any man of 


susceptible nature and tender heart. 

“She, ke all women, was a sufficiently clever 
actress to make tne most of her looks and the 
dramatic possibilities of her situation. With her 
pallid face and dark eyes she looked wistful, help- 
less and appealing. At times she wept into a 
dainty lace handkerchief—this is a fetching trick 
o* women defendants—and again she bowed her 
head upon her arms while her shoulders shook 
with sobs. 

“The ordinary man such on the juror is feels 
sure that this woman who looks so much like 
the women of his own family must have been 
abused and hounded and driven insane by the 
cruelty of the man she killed. So in almost all 
cases-the juror, unsophisticated in  the-subtle 
psychology of the woman criminal, has made up 
his mind long before he retires to the jury room 
that the woman on trial committed her crime dur- 
ing some violent” brainstorm that rendered her 


irresponsible.

“There is but one remedy. That is, to give 
women the right to servé on juries. 

“Only a woman can understand a woman. Only 
a woman can be uninfluenced by sentiment. Oaly 
a woman would punish a woman guilty of wur- 
der. Only a woman could construe the Jaw am- 
partially where a woman was concerned. A jury 
of women would look upon a woman criminal with 
culd, sexless, unsentimental eyes and return a vert- 
dict in accordance with the merits of the case.” 

Wayman pointed out that in the last. nine 
years*in Chicago 38 women charged with mur- 
der, 20 of whom Were accused of killing men, 
were acquitted. During ‘the same period. énly 
svven women arraigned for killing men were found 
guilt}. Wayman declared that if ifen tnd been 
accused they would’ have been hanged tn “heirly 
every instance. 

Mrs. Rene B. Morrow, a poectess and writer, 
was acquitted only a few weeks ago of the mur- 
der of her husbabd, who was found dead dn the 
back porch of their home in the fashionable Hyde 
Park district, Chicago, with two bullets in his 
body. The State showed that they © 
estranged and bad been heard in a violent quatrel 
on the night of Morrow’s death. 

While Mrs. Dora McDonald and Webster ° 
Guerin, with whom she was engaged in a Hagon, 
were alone together in a Chicago office, Guerin 
was shot and instantly killed. The defense was 
that he shot himself while in a seuffie with the 
woman for posseasion of a pistol, She was ac- 
quitted.

The future tramp king gaye his title toa 
brakeman in exchange for a ride to Truckee, Cal., 
aid there the brakeman secreted him under a 
berth in a tourist sleeper bound east. Thus he 
_ beat his first passenger train, arriving at Win- 
“nemiuca, Nev., the next morning, penniless and 
hungry, 450 miles from home, His Chicago uncle 
S8tery got him a ticket as far as Omaha and $5 
cash. ‘ 

“A. No. 1 confessed in his autobiography that 
in Oniaha he tried hard to find work, but was too 
littlé to catch on, and he says: “I resolved then 
and there to hustle about without employment. 
as I had an idea that this world owes me 4 liv- 
itig, work or no work.” 

Now at last the little Frisco runaway was 2 
real tramp! Thus early had he acquired the ar- 
tistié temperament of the fraternity. The world 
owed him a living—he had adopted tue para- 
motint plank in the hobo platform. 

In a@ short time the boy learned the rufes of 
the road ta trampdom, how to jump freights, 
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hit the blind baggage, ride the rods or the brake 
beams, and other methods of getting something 
for nothing in the line of transportation. 

He fell in with older tran.ps, who instructed 
him. One of these, to whom he served an ap- 
prenticeship, was just out of the Califurnia 
Penitentiary, a highwayman, burglar and _  all- 
round thief. This man, on parting from h‘m 
bestowed upon him the congomen which he bore 
to the end. 

“Say, Kid,” the ex-convict sald to him, “‘you’ve 
been A No. 1 with me ever since we began trav- 
eling together, and I’m going to give you that 
for a nickname. Try to be A No. 1. in whatever 
you undertake in life, even if a tramp; and 
don’t forget to mark ‘A No. 1’ on every tank and 
station wherever you stop, with an arrow point- 
ing the direction you are going, and the date, so 
I can find you when I want you again” 

A No. 1 never forgot. He marked his nick- 
name, which soo became the oniy name he 
owned, all over the United Stater 

“A No. 1” With the arrow has been chalfed, 
penciled or carved in thousands of places dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century, and innumer- 
able persons have seen it. Always it has heen 
a sign that the restless rover, apparently cursed 
like the Wandering Jew and never to be satis- 
fied to stop, has come and gone. 

Jack London, another native son of California 
who: used to be a tramp, but got over it early 
in life, wrote a book about his hoboing.' London’s 
tramping experience, while interesting enough, 
was as a Sunday school picnic to a Cuban revo- 
lution in comparison as to thrill and adventure 
with that of A No. 1. 

Had A No. 1 possessed the London literary 
skill he might have founded Carnegie libraries 
or hobo hotels wkerever he left his sign, out 
ot ‘the proceeds of stories written from his ac- 
tval exploits and experiences. As it was, he 
lecked the literary touch—though highly en- 
cowed with the “touch” that made him a gentle 
grafter more successful than any eta ere by 








the late O. Henry. 

A No. 1 went back home just once after he 
ran away. This was two years after he jumped 
over the alley fence. 

He was the only child of his parents, who 
had sought vainly for him. The boy had wan- 
dered to Central America, where, having bound 
bimself to work a year in a mahogany camp, 
he fell sick of a deadly fever. He wrote to his 
parents, who sent him money to pay his way 
home. 

After thousands of miles of tramping through 


‘ Guatemala, Mexico, New Mexico and elsewhere. 


he finally reached Lathrop, Cal., only 97 miles 
from San Francisco. He had been away one 
year. There he awaited a train to carry him 
heme. He met the ex-convict previously men- 
tioned and went into partnership with him. 

They tramped to New Orleans and Florida, 
then the*eboy took a job on a German tramp 
steamer as a waiter. He tried tramping in Ger- 
many, related hard-luck stories in exchange for 
fcod and apparel, and shipped on a cattle steam- 
er for Boston. 

In September, 1885, young A No. 1 had reached 
Portland, Ore., by way of Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia. Here he met a commercial traveler who 
krew his parents. 

The boy put up a story of being stranded and 
Starving, far from home. The family friend gave 
him $20 to pay his fare home and provided him 
with an outfit of clothing. This was a new idea 
iu grafting, and it appealed strongly to A No. 1. 
He really intended to go home, but he deter- 
mined to get more easy money before starting, 
so that he could prove to his father that he was 
able to make his own way. He met many other 
persons, to whom he told his new story, All gave 
him money for his railroad fare home, he prom- 
izing to repay it. 

Finally the enterprising young grafter got back 
to San Francisco. He learned that each of his 
benefactors had written to his father in turn, tell- 
ing the sad story of finding the son stranded and 
starving and of having paid his way home.

told him that he had disgraced the family name. 
and gave him one hour to get out of town. His 
mother, however, forgave him and pleaded that 
he settle dcwn and try to make a man of him- 
self. He promised that he would try, but told 
her that the call of the road was too strong for 
him to resist it then. His mother fell fainting, 
and he slipped owt, néver to rewrn.

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-Almost any oue looking at the admitted photo- 
graph of George A. Kimmel and the photograph of 
the claimant who declares he is Kimmei, but who 
others have testified is Andrew J. White, would 
maintain, even after making allowance for the 
difference in years, that the portraits are of dif- 
ferent men. In the one the forehead is low and 
broad; in the other it is high and narrow.

Kimmel, pronounced emphatically under oath that 
the claimant was her former sweetheart. Mrs. 
Harry L. Fox, Mrs. Jessica Pierson and Miss Mary 
Walker, all of whom were Kimmel’s playmates 
when he was a boy, and who were his friends in 
manhood, testified without reservation that they 
recognized their former playfellow in the so-called 
“White.” 

On the other hand, Kimmel's mother was ve- 
hement in her confidence that the claimant was 
not her son, but a stranger. “That convict my 
gon!” she exclaimed scornfully, for “White” had 
a criminal record. “If he were my son the instinct 
of a mother would tell me so.” 

At first glance this argument seems conclusive. 
Pane tenet: Soren: A, OOF semebers that in 
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the siscoborne case a mother identified as her 
son and welcomed with all the extravagance of 
maternal joy a man who was afterwards proved in 
the courts to be undoubtedly an impostor. 

The case of the “Man of Mystery,” as the Kim- 
mel claimant has come to be known, has been in 
the courts for six years without determining 
whether his pretensions are genuine. In March, 
1898, Kimmel, a banker in Arkansas City, took 
out three policies in the New York Life Insurance 
Co. totaling $25,000, and named his sister, now 
Mrs. Edna K. Bonslett of Chicago, as beneficiary. 
Four’months later Kimmel disappeared. If the 
company were compelled to pay the policies, they 
would now amount, with accrued interest, to about 
$40,000. 

Mrs. Bonslett transferred the policies to a bank 
in Niles which has since fallen into a receiver- 
ship. The receiver brought suit in 1906 in the 
United States Court in St. Louis to oblige the in- 
surance company to pay one of the policies for 
$5000, A verdict against the insurance company 
resulted, but was reversed and remanded on an 
error. 

Andrew J. White, a criminal prisoner in the In- 
sane Asylum at Matteawan, N. Y., wrote to the 
insurance company declaring he was Kimmel, and 
that his memory of his past life, impaired by a 
blow on the head during a fight in St. Louis, had 
partly returned. ( 

The second trial occurred in 1908, and the jury, 
although the claimant did not appear in court, 
split upon the rock of his identity. At the third 
trial in St. Louis last year “White” appeared as 
a witness, and testified. The jury, after 73 hours 
of deliberation, agreed to disagree, nine of them 
holding that the claimant was an impostor, and 
finding against the insurance company, and three 
holding that “White” was Kimmel, and that, as 
the subject of the suit was alive, his insurance 
could not be collected. 

The fourth trial, set for Judge Grimm's Divi- 
sion of the St. Louis Circuit Court, and docketed 
for Oct. 14, will be_an effort on the part of Mrs. 
Bonslett to collect the remaining $20,000 of insur- 
ance on her brother's life. The pivot of this hear- 
ing will again be the identity of “White,” and 
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were will once more De witnesses ariayed against 
euch other, the ones maintaining on their oaths 
that the claimant is Kimmel, and the others as- 
serting the opposite quite as positively. 

The last trial was enlivened by the appearance 
of John Boone Swinney, a picturesque New Mex- 


ican rancher and former train robber, who de- $i 


clared that he saw the real Kimmel murdered 
some years ago when they were both: members 
of a party searching for buried treasure in the 
wilds of Oregon. Swinney testified that he killed 
the man who shot Kimmel. Certain of the jury- 
men said their decision was influenced by their 
inability to believe the ranchman’s melodramatic 
narrative. | 

The contrast between the lives of Kimmel and 
“White,” as related in testimony, make it a mir- 
acle of physiology that the two men, if they are 
separate personalities, resembled each other so 
closely as to deceive the most intimate friends 
oi Kimmel. Kimmel was a well-to-do banker in 
Michigan, possessing such credit that he owed 
$62,000 of debts when he disappeared. “White,” 
it was testified, Was a railroad conductor in Ar- 
kansas, rude, poor and almost illiterate. Kim- 
mel’s integrity was not suspected unti] his dis- 
appearance. “White” has a long criminal record. 
There were the physical differences already men- 
tioned, including those of the color of the eyes 
and the stature; the possibility of a change in 
which, due to ent and hardship, was a “casus 
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belli” between experts at the last two trials. 

In an alleged effort to clear the mystery for- 
ever, the claimant recently betook himself to a 
hospital and submitted to an operation on the 
brain, in the hope, declared he, that his memory 
would be fully restored. The surgeons found & 
depression of the skull which, they said, might 
probably have caused defects of recollection. On 
his recovery, “White” related what purported to 
be a detailed history of Kimmel’s boyhood, which 
he expects to repeat upon the witness stand. 

It chances that St. Louis possesses “doubles” 
ot the three presidential candidates. Col. John 
A Laird, former president of the Board of Police

HORN OE THE MAGNAPHONE. 


New Invention Makes Real Edward Bellamy’s Dream of Bring- 
ing the Opera to the House —-Peddles Music and Other 
Forms of Sound Entertainment to Subscribers’ Homes Over 
Wires at $8 a Month—All You Need Do Is Turn the Switch 
and You Get Whatever Is Being Played at the Time. 


a reality now, and Bellamy’s “Looking Back- 
ward” has become Webb’s “Looking Forward.” 

The combination of the phonograph and the 
telephone and the magnifying of so.nd did not 
all come at the same time. At first it was only 
possible to make sound greater through the 
changing of the*sound waves into electric ones 
and then back to their original state. The ma- 
chine had not been synchronized perfectly 
enough to allow the transformation of sound from 
a phonograph record over a telephone wire, That 
was to come later. 


However, in its perfected state, the Magna- 
phone was put into use in railroad stations and 
buildings of the same type, where it was neces- 
sary to send the voice in magnified voiume to 
several places at the same time, for the purposes 
of announcement. But work was not ended at the 
experiment: station. Another year passed. Two. 
Then, last spring, Mr. Webb, with H. M. Cosh, 
who had been his general manager in the elec- 
tric light company in Pittsburg, went to New 
York and rented offices on One Hundred and 
Eleventh street, where they began the installa- 
tion of mysterious instruments. A month later, 
in late April, the first subscribers were receiving 
news, music and prose entertainment via the Mag- 
naphone. 

Now, the system has extended far from One 
Hundred and Eleventh street. Wires stretch un- 
der ground nere and there to great apartment 
buildings, and thence up to the various floors 
ending in the long, gilded horns which prot: ide 
from the corners of rooms. Out at One Hundred 
and Forty-second street, another station is open- 
ing. On Thirty-fourth strec: is a third. Only the 
horn and the switch appear in th: home. There 
is no other mechanism apparent, jus: as the box 
and instrument are all that show of a telephone 
and its workings. \ 

But as the handling of a telephone business 
is somewhat intricate, so are the inner workings 
of the Magnaphone. In a iarge room, fitted with 
strange colored lights, which reflect the voltage 
of electricity in tse, a long table, supplied with 
lines of revolving pads, stands near an ordinary 
telephone switchboard. Tall racks of phonograp.. 
records are on every side. Above every pad is a 
long, steel arm, ending in a metal box at one 
end and a phonograph needle at the other. Tuais 
needle connects with a phonograph record on the 
pad while the box-like arrangement, where 
sound is magnified, is connected with the .witch- 
board—and that, .o turn, controls t-e giving of 
amusement to subscrivers. 


That ie all. One man handles the changing 
of records every six minutes, or the announcing 
through an ordinary telephone transmitter the 
baseball scores and other it»ms of news. It all 
seems simple—but it required eight years of in- 
ventive labor and nearly $250,000 to perfect. For 
the secret, like ali large secrets, is coafined in 
a small space, that little box a. the end of the 
long metal arm stretching over the phencgraph. 
It is there that sound is magnified enough to be 
stretched over miles of wire if necessary, and 
synchronized so perfectly that when the sound 
comes forth from the horn in the homes of sub- 
scribers only the notes of the music or the voice 
wlfl be present. The scratching noise of the 
phonograph is absent. The whirring of wires 
which one hears over a telephone has been elim- 
inated. There is no buzzing. That secret? Mr. 
Cosh wil) not tell; Mr. Webb is in Paris work- 
ing on still newe- inventions, the combination 
of the Magnaphone with the motion picture—and 
he wouldn't give up his secret if he were here. 


“About the only thing I can say is that an elec- 
tric transmitter does the work,” Mr. Cosh ex- 
plained recently. “The sound in its active form 
passes into that little box. There, by a mechan- 
ism so finely attuned that it must be jacketed and 
water-cooled, like the engine of a motor car, the 
waves are transformed into electric ones. Fur- 
ther on they are returned to their original state, 
with the exception that they are many times 
louder, more clear and freer from all outside 
noises. But as to what the mechanism is” —he 
smiled and spread his hands. 

“However,” he continued after a time, “I do 


know this, that ir a few years the arrangement 


will be as necessary as the telephone. Already 
many persons have subscribed throug. the fact 
that it is cheaper to .ave a Magnaphone than ‘> 


“possess @ phonograph. There is no original out- 


lay cost to this, rou know. A charge of $8 a 
month is all that is made. There are no records 
to be bought—we have so many records that a 
subseriber can keep the Instrument turned on 
oor > eee See Per ee the came thing twice, 
unless he requests it, — 
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“And requests, by the way, are forming one of 
the big items of our business. For instance, 
there is one family near here that gives a dance 
every week. They are doing it by Magnaphone 
music. Another family has an especia] fondness 
for the classical. That means a mix-up, and to 
obviate it, we intend to install two classes of 
service. Under the new system, a person of cer- 
tain tastes may listen to everything classical, 
from Verdi down, while the family in the apart- 
ment above is getting equal enjoyment out of 
‘Everybody’s Doin’ It.’” 

There is one thing, however, in which Mf. Webb 
improved on the fiction idea. He has considera- 
tion for neighbors who love to sleep, and who 
believe that music after 9 o’clock at night is a 
menace. In inventing the Magnaphone he also 
invented a system by which the sound can be 
toned down to almost nothing. Going at full 
force the instrument can be heard a block. But 
with the’ soft pedal working the sound will not 
go much beyond the room in whieh the instru- 
ment is placed. And tn a city where apartment 
life is the only life that is a real blessing. 

We are a long lifetime this side of the year 
2000 as yet. But without waiting the slew proo 
ess of hour glass and almanac, the up-to-date] ° 
young man at the present moment can shew his 
progressive flancee the musical town at aby 
fashionable or unfashionable hour without ence 
quitting the cozy parlor of the apartment hotel. 

All he has to do is to turn on the Ragtime 
Switch by way of a Weber-Fields or vaudeville 
cocktail, and then take an imaginary taxi (by 

yanking the Classical’ Lever) to the realms of 
grand opera, where a full course dinner of Was- 
ner, Puccini or Richard Strauss may, be absorbed.
